TARIFF CHANGES 
BEFORE JUNE 1, | 
DECLARES TAFT 


President-Elect Says Revision 
Is Essential to Improved - 
Business. 


NEW YORK, Feb. %.—President-elect 
Taft declared in an interview in this 
city today that a revision of the tariff 
is a ptimary requisite for the relief of 
the present business condition, and he 
expressed the hope that the revision 
would be accomplished by June 1. 
Speaking of this revision, Mr. Taft said 
to a reporter: 

“As this is the primary requisite for 
the relief of present conditions, I wart 
to have it disposed of at once. I am 
hopeful that there will be important re- 
visions in the existing schedules made 
by Congress in an extra session, and I 
look forward to June 1 as the date when 
most of these changes will become ef- 
fective.”’

interview with James W. Van Cleave, 
president of the National Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, whv called to urge the 
creation of a permanent tariff commis- 
sion.

Later traffic in the dewxtown streets 
was greatly reduced by the withdrawal 
of the big wagons and automobiles used 
in keeping the saloon supplied.

YEAR IN PRISON 


Sentenced for Attempted Sub- 
ornation of Perjury in 
Divorce Suit.

HEARS VERDICT, FAINTS 
Again Sent Back for Delibera- 
tion, Jury Agrees Shortly 
After Noon. 








NEW YORK, Feb. 2%.—Shortly after 


noon the jury returned a verdict finding 
Mrs. Ben Teal guilty of attempted sub- 
ornation of perjury in connection with 
Mrs. Frank J. Gould’s suit for divorce. 
Mrs. Teal was sentenced to serve one 


year in the penitentiary. Mrs. Teal 
fainted when the verdict was rendered 
and had to be supported by two officers 
of the court while Judge Foster imposed 
sentence. 

A stay of execution was granted until 
Tuesday in order that her counsel can 
secure from the Supreme Court a writ 
of reasonable doubt und carry the case 
to the higher courts. 

The case went to the jury late yester- 
day afternoon and at 11 o’clock last 
night the foreman reported that the jury 
had been unable to agree. The jury was 
acordingly locked up for the might. 

When brought into the courtroom at 
the cpening of the regular session to- 
day, the jurors reported that no verdict 
had been reached. The Court offered to 
instruct them in any point upon which 
they desired information, 
the jurvymen made any request. 

The Court then directed that they: re- 
turn to the jury room and resume their 
deliberations... Mrs,-Teat, brought from 
the Tombs prison, where she had spent 
the night, appeared corsiderably un- 
nerved while the jurors were being 
cuestioned. 


Mousley on Stand. 


. Mrs. Teal did not testify or introduce 
witnesses. Mousley, the private de- 
tective, who was jointly indicted with 
Mrs. Teal, but who turned State’s evi- 
dence, testified he had been employed 
to a get evidence in the divorce suit 
of Helen Kelly Gould against Frank J.

Mrs. Teal, Mousley testified, called 
Blanche Hale to his attention as a girl 
who had seen Gould at the De Voe. 
Mousley says he questioned Miss Hale 
and rejected her when Mrs. Teal de- 
clined to vouch for her. 

Mrs. Teal next introduced Mabel Mac- 
Causlan to him, Mousley said, fixst tell- 
ing him what the girl was prepared to 
swear to aS having seen Gould at Miss 
de Voe’s rooms. 

Mousley testified Miss MacCauslan re- 
peated to him just what Mrs. Teal had 
said she would. She also, Mousley said, 
took the statements of Julia Fleming, 
who had likewise been brought to him 
by Mrs. Teal as a person who had seen 
Gould at Miss de Voe's. 

Mousley’s shorthand notes of his in- 
terview with Miss Fleming wore read 
in court as follows: 


What Miss Fleming Said. 


“Julia Fleming had called to get a 
dress for Mrs. Teal. She was shown 
into Bessie de Voe’s ‘den.’ From there 
she saw B. D. sitting on the lap of F. 
G. in the dining room. B. D. had on 
short skirt and a dressing jacket. Knew 
F. G. by sight. He -had bought theater 
tickets from her.’’

PHYSICIANS 
CHARTER BOARD 
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Doctors Were Anxious to Be 
Represented on the Free- 
holders’ Ticket.

HOPED FOR REFORMS 





Wanted to Divorce Hospitals 
and Charitable Institutions 
From Spoils. 





Politics fhreatens the success of the 
medical fraternity’s campaign to divorce 
the municipal hospitals and charitable 


institutions from politics. 
Without representation on the Board 
of Freeholders, after receiving assur- 


ances that their profession would be 


recognized in the serection of nominees, 


physicians now regard the attempt to 
bring these ‘institutions under the con- 
trol of a nonpartisan medica director- 
ate as very difficult if not hopeless. 

One physician who took a conspicuous 
part in the movement to bring about 
the elimination of politics from the hos- 
pitals blames fellow members of his pro- 
fession for the failure to have a medical 
freeholder nominated. 

As a mass meeting called by the St, 
Louis Medical Society at its headquar- 
ters, 3523 Pine street, Feb. 13, more than 
150 physicians and dentists chose four 
physicians, any one of whom, they an- 
nounced, would be acceptable to them 
as a freeholder. Dr. John C. Morfit, 
who is a member of the Charter Confer. 
ence Committee, was one of these. 


Politics in Selection. 

While men were being considered, Dr. 
H. Wheeler Bond, Heaith Commission- 
er, suggested the name of Dr. Frank J. 
Lutz, a member of the State Board of 
Health. Lutz failed to receive enough 
votes and was not named. 

When the subcommittees of the Demo- 
cratic and Republican city committees 
were conferring as to the selection of 
the freeholders, one of the Republicans 
proposed Dr. Morfit. Later a commu- 
nication urging his membership on the 
Board was received*from the Charter 
Conference Committee. 

Members of the Democratic City Com- 
mittee then declared that Morfit was a 
Republican and if he was selected that 
a Democratic physician algo should be 
chosen. Dr. Frank J. Lutz was cham- 
pioned by severa: of the Democrats in 
the conference. No agreement on this 
point was reached, and it is said that 
none was possible. In consequence, the 
committeemen decided that as there was 
no likelihood of Democratic concurrence 
in the selection of Dr. Morfit, and no 
disposition on the part of the Republi- 
cans to give the medical fraternity 
two places on the board, no physician 
should be named. 

Physicians Will Make Fight, 

Before the subcommittees met, Mor- 
ton Jourdan, an attorney for the United 
Railways Co., telephoned to one of the 
Democratic committeemen urging that 
Dr. Lutz be put on the board. It is 
said that other committeemen received 
like requests from Jourdan and other 
influential men. 

Physicians say that a provision in the 
new charter eliminating politics from 
the hospitals and charitable institutions 
now under the control of the Health 
Commissioner, an appointive officer, is’ 
possible now only through a hard fight 
to make the freeholders yield to public 
sentiment. Without a representative on 
the board the physicians say they will 
have a‘hard time getting thelr plans 
incorporated in the new charter. 

A physician who asked that his name 
be withheld said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter day: 

“We regard as .strange, to say the 
least, the attempt to have Dr. Lutz ap- 
pointed a freeholder as a representative 
of the medical profession after his name 
had been rejected by a ballot of 150 
members of the profession, and after 
Dr. Morfit had been so heartily indorsed 
as the man acceptable to all schools of 
medicine and the most active worker 
in behalf of our plans for a better ad- 
ministration of our institutions. 


To Be Chosen as Physician, 

“It was distinctly understood that Dr. 
Morfit was to be chosen as a physician 
and not as a partisan or a politician. 
He had the votes of more Democrats 
than Republicans, I am sure. We want- 
ed him on the board simply te work 
for a reform in the present system of 
managing the hospitals. There was not 
the slightest question of partisan advan- 
tage in his selection. 

“The St. Louis Medical Society and 
ether like organizations will continue 
the campaign, but there is little chance 
that we will be able to accomplish our 
desires. as fully and as promptly as 
would have been the case if we had a 
‘representative among the freeholders.”’ 

Michael Mulvihill, a member ef the 
Democratic City Committee, said he had 
no idea why Dr. Merfit was not nomi- 
nated as a freehoider. 

Bullding Commissioner Smith sdid 
that there had been a disagreement 
among the conferees over the selection 
of Dr. Morfit. 

“Some of the Democratic committee- 
men were not willing to accept Dr. Mor- 
fit, who is a Republican, unless at the 
same time a Democratic physician was 
chosen,” said Mr. Smith. “The result 
of the discord was that no physician 


was named.” 
Dr. Morfit declined to discuss the fail- 


ure of the proposal to make him one' 


ef the freeliciders. 
“ft don't know why I wes not selected. 


I don't care to go beyond that,” he 
said.

WOMEN “STRUNG UP” 





Physicians’. Say They Are 
: Forced to Stand With Hands 
Fastened Above Head. 





From a Post-Dispatch Stoff Corre- 
spondent. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 26.—Destruc- 
tion of one cell House of the State 
Penitentiary and radical changes in oth- 
ers are urged in a report on prison con- 
ditions made to the ' Legislative Com- 
mittee on Penitentiary and Reform 
Schools by a special committee of phy- 
sictans. 

The report is a siinithine arraignment 
of the unsanitary and crowded con- 
dition of the Missouri State prison. The 
physicians making it are Frank J. Lutz 
of St. Louis, A. H. Hamel of Jefferson 
City and William Porter of Mount Ver- 
fon. They want Building D, one of the 
largest of the prison, torn down. 

Women prisoners, according to the re- 
port, are punished by having their 
hands tied in rings sever feet from the 


floor. 
‘Concerning the ‘‘Centennial Building” 


the report says the bedding supplied | 


“fof the ‘Most part ig unclean and mal- 
odorous.” Being lighted ‘with coal-oil 
lampé and with closed windows, it de- 
scribes the atniospheric condition as be- 
ing ‘“‘extremely bad from the fact that 
ali the windows are tightly closed.’’ 


No Sewerage or Plumbing. 
According 1 the report, there is no 
sewerage or plumbing of any kind in 
the cells of the old building, although 
the prisoners are confined in them con- 
stantiy when fot at work in the pens. 
It says ‘thet 623 menp-occupy the 20 
qf. this. puilding,.which are 4 feet 
, 8% feet high and 7 feet 8 inches 


“The cells,” it says, “numbering from 
81 to 50, Iinelusive, of this cellhouse 
are practically subterranean, The cells 
are surrounded by wooden staircases, 
by which access-is had to the upper 
tiers. These stairways and balconies 
are not clean, and, of course, are not 
fireproof.” 

Building C, with certain improve- 
ments; is described in practically the 
same terms as the Centennial Build- 
ing. The same dimensions of cells, the 
crowded conditions and the uncleanli- 
ness are said to be duplicated. 

“The conveniences for the inmates,” 
@ays the report, “are the same as 
those in Building D (Centennial Build- 
ing), and the ventilation almost equally 
deficient." 

“In the shops, where the inmates are 
at work during the day,” says the re- 
port, “the ventilation is bad, the genera) 
cleanliness leaves much to be desired. 
This is especially true concerning the 
clothing department, where large num- 
bers of men are engaged in the manu- 
facture of clothes, who spit upon the 
floor and breathe an atmgsphere laden

In his speech Mr. Cook sald: 

The unprecedented and dictatorial 
encroachment of the President upon 
the legislative and judicial depart- 
ments of the Government is almost 
a daily threat to the peace and pros- 
périty of the republic, and should be 
knocked on the head by the consti- 
of the Supreme 

Court. 

It is unfortunate for President 
Roosevelt and for the nation that he 
has not a legal mind and no equi- 
poise of executive reason, riding 
through and around the arena of po- 
litical action on his broncho of ar- 
rogant and egotistical impulse, pre- 
tending to throw his lariat of ex- 
ecution at the heels and broad horns 
of capital for the delectation of vot- 
ing labor and ending the scene with 
a cunning catch of a prairie wolf or 
gopher. 

In all of this fuss and feathers of 
his administration he and his pliant 
Attorney-General have not sent a 
single plutocrat to the penitentiary.

CIGARETTE SMOKERS 10 PAY 
$55,000,000 MORE FOR NAILS 


Tobacco Trust Raises Price in Con- 
nection With Independent 


Dealers 
NEW YORK, Feb. 246.—The Tobacco 
Trust has succeeded in winning the co- 
operation of the tndependent dealers 
who have been cutting prices on ciga- 
rettes, andthe latter havé agreed to 
increase the rates. Already one popu- 
lar brand of cigarettes has been raised 
in price from 10. cents a package to ll. 
A general advance all along the line 
will follow, 
The rise in prices, 
more than a cent or two per package, 
may sound like a small affair, but it 
will actually mean millions of dollars 
per year to the cigarette smokers of the 
country. 
According to official Government fig- 
ures, 55,402,330,113 cigarettes were man- 
factured in the United States last year. 
In round numbers, this means 5,500,000, - 
000: packages, 10 cigarettes to a package. 
An increase of L cent a package for 
those consumed in this country, as well 
as.those exported, would mean an ad- 
ditional tax of” $55,000,000 on 
smokers,

HADLEY * STILL HOPES 





Might Induce Caulfield to 
Reconsider. 


Gov. Hadley, trying desperately to find 

someone who is willing to have the 
honor of the excise commissionership of 
St. Louis thrust upon him,-will not ac- 
cept the declination of his personal 
choice for the place, Congressman 
Henry S. Caulfield. 
‘ The Governor will leave Sunday for 
Washington, where he will make a per- 
sonal appeal to Caulfield to accept. He 
still has hope, he say$, that Caulfield 
will reconsider his refusal, telegraphed 
to the Governor just after the appoint- 
ment, was sent to the Senate Thursday 
for confirmation. 

The exgise commussionership of St. 
Louis—the white elephant, almost the 
white rhinoceros, of Gov. Hadley’s ad- 
ministration, so far—is a $5000 job which 
everybody wants—the other fellow to 
take. 

In the old days, under the fee system, 
politicians considered an appointment as 
excise commissioner tike finding money 
in a last summer’s suit. The perquis- 
lites were-worth something like $50,000 
a year, if properly perquisited. Just 
now, however, a governor who has driv- 
en millionaire oil men out of the State 
can’t drive an average citizen who needs 
the money into an office that pays $100 
a week. 

The Governor calls the situation ‘‘pe- 
cullar."’ He says: “‘No one is an avowed 
candidate for the office. Everybody 
who is ‘mentioned’ for the place is rec- 
ommended by somevne else.”’ 

Many in “Mentioned” Class, 

Among the “‘mentioned’’ (by someane 
else) were some whose earning power 
in their private vocations is estimated 
at from two to six times the salary 
they would receive in the public office 
that Hadley can’t give away. 

Aside from the ‘mentioning’ done by 
machine politicians, whose desire to ac- 
quire the excise commissioners (for 
someone else) was merely a ter of 
patronage, there are two St. Louisans 
whom Gov. Hadley was particularly 
anxious to rope and prand “KE. C.’ 
They are Frederick W. Lehmann and 
Henry S. Caulfield. 

Frederick W. Lehmann is president of 
the American Bar Association and has a 
law practice which would make the $5Q00 
a year which the excise office pays look 
like pin money... His friends say that

$7500 annually and he refused a renomi- 
nation. Last December he was riding on 
a boom for Mayor, another $000 place. 
bt the boom fizzied. He says he in- 
tends to practice law in St. Louis and 
let political jobs alone. 

Henry Droste was another “men- 
tioned’’ (by someone else.) he is an 
undertaker. He is estimated to be worth 
$75,000. He diun't want the place and 
didn't get it. 

Henry wie treasurer of the Republi. 
can City Committee, also escaped with 
a mention. He is a contractor: esti. 
mated at $50,000. 

Ben Westhus was a someone-else can- 
didate. He is a South Broadvay furni- 
ture dealer and is wealthy. He es- 
caped. 

Henry F. W ber, a wealthy retired 
merchant, did not nave to decline. He 
was put forward by someone else, but 
got no further. Butehe got as far as 
he wanted to, his friends say. 


Father and Som Esca 
Henry Kortjohn is a young lawyer 


His father is wealthy. - Father ang son 
both escaped the excisé commissioner- 
ship, though the busy “someone else” 
advocated the younger Kortjohn’s ap- 
pointment. 

August J. Lang, a lumber dealer. es- 
timated to be worth $75,000, ran neck and 
neck with Droste for a few days in the 
mentioned procession. Lang wasn’t aft- 
er the excise commissiohership, but 
“someone else’ was after it for him. 
Neither get it.’ 

Joseph P. Methudy, druggist: Ww. T. 
Findly, a Government employe, dnd R. 
M. Fulten, former Chief Postoffice In- 
spector, got into the “‘mentioned” class, 
through no efforts of their ewn. The 
Governor's busy “someone else” did it.

“First in Everything” 
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AN ATTACK ON THE JUVENILE COURT. 

The House bill 263 to ‘remedy certain defects 
in the present Juvenile Court laws, and facilitat- 
ing the work of the Court,” applies only to St. 
Louis. 

Under this precious bill the Circuit Clerk is 
charged with the appointment of the chief pro- 
bation officer, who shall be a man of family, not 
under 30 years of age, and all his deputies must 
answer to the same description. Of course, all 
must be registered voters. And all deputies shall 
be liable to discharge by the Circuit Clerk, ‘‘In 
his discretion.” 

The meaning is plain The bill will exclude 
women from the probation offices and turn. over 
the care of little girls to discreet politicians under 
the domination of the bosses. 

The design of the bill is to promote political 
jobbery and make the Juvenile Court, now one 
of the most humane and beneficent public organs 
in the city, a prize for political workers. The 
\ court is well officered as it is. It is well manned, 

and, if the term may be employed, well womaned. 

The appointing power is lodged with the Circuit 
- Judges, who are beyond the reach of the kind of 

“influence” which is trying to degradc the court.

Its Advisory Committee, 

A meeting of the A. A. A. contest 
board and its advisory committee was 
held Monday in New Yor City. Talis is 
the body which will if future have con- 
trol ef automobile contests, including 
track events, other than international, 
in this country. The classifications and 
formula according to which the con- 
tests will be conducted, will be furnished 
by the Manufacturers’ Contest Associa- 
tion, which has been organized recently 
by the American automobile manvufac- 
turers and importers. 

The A. A. A, contest board is consti- 
tuted as follows: F. B. Hower, chair- 
man; Frank G. Webb and A. L. Me- 
Murtry. An additional member of this 
committee is to be appointed. 

The purpose of the new arrangement 
is to advance uniform and rational con- 
ditions In contests, at the same time 
vesting control in a body having na- 
tional club affiliations; and to insure 
that adequate care be taken in granting 
sanctions for contests, and that the 
same be carried on fairly and efficiently, 
prizes being guaranteed by those in im- 
mediate charge of contests, and trophies 
with valuations attached being appraised 
with integrity. It must be proved to the 
satisfaction of the board that trophies 
or cash prizes, as advertised, will be 
awarded promptly. And when values 
are stated, the awards are to be in cash 
or plate, at the option of the winner.
